Ion Keith - Falconer (associated by some 
merely with the cycle-path) freely gave his 
personal services and good round sums from 
his purse to reclaim the’ lost in the East- 
End. Ireadin the ‘‘ Memorials” that, during 
the hard winter of 1879, Keith - Falconer 
and his philanthropic co-workers served the 
destitute with ‘‘no less than 20,000 meals 
from Jan. 1 to Feb. 14, besides which we assisted 
over three hundred families every week in their 
own homes.” Over and over again have I urged 
Church, Chapel, and Synagogue, and “‘ Salva- 
tion Army” to co-operate in this way for the 
relief of outdoor distress—the sea of misery the 
workhouse cannot be expected to reach. Asa 
solemn message from the tomb of Ion Keith- 
Falconer, I quote these words of his from the 
‘* Memorials ’’—words especially applicable at 
the present moment :— 

“ The population of the East-End consists of the 
working classes, who, though they furnish the sinews 
of wealth which resides elsewhere, are poor themselves. 
Thus, the East-End has a double right to look out- 
side for help. It is poor and cannot help itself 
adequately ; and the wealthy are responsible for the 
well-being of their servants, the toiling thousands 
through whose labour they derive their riches.”

The East-End still possesses noble humanisers 
in the Rev. S. A. Barnett of St. Jude's, in Mr. 
Charrmgton, in the Philanthropists of the White- 
chapel Boys’ Home, in Lady Burdett-Coutts, 
Lady Frederick Cavendish, and Sir Edmund Hay 
Currie—the lifeand soul of theinvaluable People’s 
Palace, a place of rational recreation and tech- 
nical instruction combined. But their praise- 
worthy labours are, after all, but as drops in the 
ocean of Crime and Misery.

OUR LITTLE WARS. 

COLONEL CROOKSHANK, CAPTAIN RADFORD, AND 

LIEUT. OLEEVE WOUNDED, AND CAPTAIN BELEY 

KILLED IN THE BLACK MOUNTAIN EXPEDITION. 
LORD DUFFERIN has apparently been unable to ter- 
minate his Governor-Generalship of India without 
starting another ‘‘little war’’—this time on the 
Black Mountain, over against the north-east corner 
of India, the Peshawur Division of the Punjaub, It 
is inhabited by very fierce and turbulent tribes 
whose persistent raids have for some time past 
given our authorities much trouble. In ot 
keep them in checkan outpost was established 
Oghi, which was occupied by three hundred 
Ghoorkas, under the command of Colonel Battye. 
Oghi is situated in a narrow mountain, valley which 
ultimately penetrates far into the further Himalayas 
and is itself flanked by mountains 17,000 ft. high. 

MAJOR BATTYE AND COLONED URMSTON WERE 

KILLED 
in the last attack made by the tribesmen on our out- 
post, and it was to punish them for the series of raids 
of which this was the crowning one, that the present 
expedition—8000 strong—has been dispatched. We 
are informed by 
THE ‘ TIMES” CORRESPONDENT 

with the Head-quarters staff of the Expedition that 
““ Actual operations commenced on the 3rd inst. The 
fourth, or river column, the objective of which was 
Kotkai, advanced eight miles along the Indus, driving 
off the enemy from the intervening ridge with shells ; 
and the enemy lost five killed. ‘The first, or northern 
column, started at daybreak, and occupied Manaka- 
dana. The second or middle column, and the third, 
or southern column, ascended the lower portions of 
the Sumbalbut and Barachar spurs. 


GENERAL M‘QUEEN 
accompanied the third column. ‘he troops were in 
splendid condition and the highest spirits, having 


er, to 
a at 
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unbounded confidence in General M‘Queen, who is 
most popular. All the columns were opposed in their 
advance. On the 5th; the first three columns occupied 
the ridge, and the fourth seized Kotkai. The first 
column lost two men killed and two wounded; the 
third column lost five wounded. The fourth met with 
the severest opposition. After the 
ROYAL IRISH REGIMENT HAD CARRIED THE 
ENEMY’S POSITION, 
about two miles from Kotkai, some Ghazi fanatics 
delivered a counter-charge, but were repulsed and 
killed to a.man. Captain Beley, D.S.O., of the staff 
(a most promising officer), one native officer, two 
privates of the Royal Irish Regiment, and one Sepoy 
were killed; and Captain Radford, Lieutenant 
Cleeve, eleven European privates, and one Sepoy 
were wounded. The enemy’s loss amounted to about 
200. The advance of the third column was delayed 
by the non-arrival of the baggage. 
COLONEL CROOKSHANK, C.B., 

commanding the fourth, or river column, was 
wounded on the 5th while making a reconnoissance.”? 


GENERAL M‘QUEEN, 


retiring with the third column from the western 
slope of the Black Mountain, arrived last Sunday on 
the ridge at the back of the mountain, hotly followed 
by the enemy. Three Sepoys were killed and two 
wounded. A reconnoitering party found a new 
route. While thus engaged they were under a heavy 
fire from the enemy, by which three men were killed 
and one wounded. The second and third columns 
are now joined in one camp. 


OUR SIKKIM SUCCESS. 
ACCORDING to telegraphic news from Sikkim 
THE RAJAH 

had arrived at Gnatong, and had thence been sent to 
Darjeeling to confer with the Lieutenant-Governor. 
He arrived in Gnatong on the 2nd inst., accompanied 
by his eldest son, his half-brother, the Catsuferi 
Lama, and the Amjed of the Jasong Lamas, and a 
small retinue.

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DISASTER IN THE CAUCASUS: 
COSSACKS CROSSING A PASS. 


WE present a picture of the Caucasus. which 
will enable our readers to realise the nature of 
the mountainous region in which a sad accident 
is reported to have happened to British tourists. 
Lamentable intelligence has been received from 
the Caucasus pointing to the almost certain loss 
of four lives, including those of Mr. W. F. 
Donkin, secretary to the Alpine Club; Mr. H. 
Fox, of The Woodlands, Wellington, Somerset, 
and two Alpine guides, who, with Mr. Clinton 
Dent, the president of the Alpine Club, had 
started on an exploring expedition to the most 
remote regions of the Caucasus early in July 
last. They had taken with them specially 
selected Alpine guides. Before they got half 
through their expedition Mr. Dent was taken 
so seriously ill that, in order not to embarrass 
the efforts of his companions, he had to return.

village of Bezingi, near Naltshick, they went on 
to Karaonl, near Balkar, in the vale of the Terek. 
They had with them an interpreter, whom they 
left with their luggage on Aug. 30 at Balkar, 
desiring him to await their return in six days, 
Taking with them requisite provisions, they 
started for the Regndych Su glacier. Shortly 
after they had left there was a heavy snowstorm. 


The interpreter waited three weeks, thinking 
they had changed their route and gone else- 
where. Hethen became alarmed, and called in 
the assistance of the authorities, and Cossacks 
were sent through the mountain districts to 
search for the missing travellers. It was not till 
the end of September that their friends in Eng- 
land heard of their loss, and they at once moved 
the Foreign Office, through whose aid the 
Russian Gov ent were communicated with, 
and search parties were organised, headed by the 
officer at the head of the Survey Department of 
the Caucasus, and Mr. Peacock, the English 
Consul, who personally conducted the search 
party. Mr. Clinton Dent, President of the 
Alpine Club, wrote on Oct. 5 to say that “ the 
disaster probably occurred about September 1 
last, either on the mountain now known as 
Shkara or, less probably, on one of the neigh- 
bouring peaks.” £

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THE EAST-END MURDERS. 


THE FUNERAL OF CATHERINE £DDOWES 
was well managed by Mr. George C. Hawkes, the 
Banner-street undertaker. Hundreds of persons 
assembled outside the City mortuary in Golden-lane 
at one o’clock on Monday to witness the removal of 
the body of the Mitre-square victim to Ilford for 
interment. The coffin was of polished elm, with oak 
mouldings and black furniture. It was conveyed in 
an open glass car, drawn by a pair of horses, and was 
followed by a mourning coach, in which were John 
Kelly (with whom the poor woman lived), fourof the 
dead woman’s sisters—Mrs. Eliza Gold, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Fisher, Mrs. Harriet Jones, and Mrs. Emma 
Jones—with Mrs. Mary Eddowes and her two 
daughters. The procession started punctually, but 
along Old-street and Great Eastern-street it was 
only able to progress at a very slow rate in 
consequence of the crowd, although the City 
Police in the first instance, and subsequently 
the Metropolitan constables, preserved order ad- 
mirably. All along Old-street the crowd was 
specially dense, and at the top of Commercial-street 
and the end of Whitechapel-road knots of people had 
congregated ; but after Retina Great Eastern-street 
the hearse and coach quickened their pace, and the 
spectators were soon left behind. At [ford Cemetery 
nearly 500 people had assembled to witness the inter- 
ment. The service both in‘the chapel and at the 
grave was conducted by the Rev. T. Dunscombe, the 
cemetery chaplain, who made no special reference to 
the murder. Elizabeth Stride was buried on Satur= 
day last in the quietest possible manner, and at the 
expense of the parish. 
VISITOR TO THE CHIEF OF THE “ VIGILANTS.”’ 


Mr. George Lusk, of Alderney-street, Globe-road, 


Maw and Police. 


Mile-End—the chief of the “ Vigilants”—has given 


information of a suspicious incident which befell 
him on Thursday week. A stranger, who called at 
his private residence shortly after four o’clock, and 
who was informed that Mr. Lusk was not at 
home, appears to have traced the President of 
the Vigilance Committee to an adjacent tavern. 
Having manifested great interest in the move- 
ments of the volunteer police, he sought an inter- 
view in a private room ; but owing to the forbidding 
appearance of the visitor, Mr. Lusk seems to have 
preferred the comparative publicity of the bar- 
parlour. 
Mr. Lusk, who was about to pick up a pencil which 
had dropped from the table, says he noticed the 
stranger ‘‘make a swift, though silent, movement 
with his right hand towards his side-pocket.’’ Fear- 
ing that his conduct was observed, it is added, 
the man asked to be directed to the nearest 
coffee = house, and forthwith - nroceeded to 25 
address in the Mile-End-road, with Which he was 
supplied. Although Mr. Lusk followed without loss 
of time, he was not quick enough for bis visitor, who 
abstained from visiting the coffee-house. ‘The man 
is described as between thirty and forty years of age, 
about 5ft. Jia. in height, of a florid complexion, 
with bushy brown beard, whiskers, and moustache. 
The mysterious visitor is limned from Mr. Lusk’s 
description on the front page. 

DR. BARNARDO IN A FLOWER AND 

KITCHEN, 

Dr. Barnardo (whose benevolent suggestion for the 
reclamation of East-End children born in vice we 
shall refer to next week) chances to have visited the 
very kitchen in which Elizabeth Stride took her 
meals—the room which our Artist sketched. And 
Dr. Barnardo tells the following story of his visit:— 

In the kitchen of No. 32 there were many persons, some 
of them being girls and women of the same unhappy class 
as that to which poor Elizabeth Stride belonged. ‘The 
company soon recognised me, and the conversation turned 
upon the previous murders, The female inmates of the 
kitchen seemed thoroughly frightened at the dangers to 
which they were urontinanly exposed. The pathetic part 
of my story is that my remarks were manifestly followed 
with deep interest by all the women. Not a single scoff- 
ing voice was raised in ridicule or opposition. One poor 
creature, who had evidently been fokin , exclaimed 
somewhat bitterly to the following effect: “Were all up 
to no good, and no one cares what becomes of us, Perhaps 
some of us will be killed next!” And then she added, 
“If anybody had helped the likes of us longiazo we would 
never have come to this!” I have since visited the mor- 
tuary in which were lying the remains of the poor woman 
Stric2, and I at once ised her as one of those who 
stood around me in the en of the common = 
house on the occasion of my visit last Wednesday week, 

EMPLOYMENT OF BLOODHOUNDS. 

The police throughout the Metropolis have re- 
ceived instructions from Sir Charles Warren, the 
Chief Commissioner, that in the event of any further 
persons being found murdered under circumstances 
similar to those surrounding the recent crimes in 
Whitechapel, the body of the victim is not to be 
removed—at least, not for a while. Notice, how- 
ver, is at once to be sent to a veterinary surgeon 
living in the south-west district. He has some

We should say the vast majority of the multi- 
tudes who have witnessed Professor Baldwin 
make his Balloon ascents and Parachute descents 
in this country do not agree with the newspaper 
oracle who suggested the prohibition of his won- 
derful performances at the Alexandra Palace. 
The drop to mother earth by means of his novel 
and simple ribless Parachute has generally taken 
place with such consummate ease that the slight 
accident in his asvent last week could only be 
regarded as a mishap. Besides, as Mr. Farini 
(associated in partnership with Mr. Baldwin) 
has stated in his speeches, these parachute 
exploits have attracted much attention in mili- 
tary circles, it being naturally considered by an 
eminent military balloonist authority that the 
new Parachute, used as dextrously as Baldwin 
usesit, might be of great service for reconnoitring.

In mentioning the useful side of the Baldwin 
Parachute, we do not seek to underestimate the 
risk run by this fearless and gallant aeronaut.

The real fun begins with this 
appearance of Jack Point, who sings a 
capital patter song on 


Oh! a private buffoon is a light-hearted loon, 
If you listen to popular rumour ; 

From morning to night he’sso joyous and bright, 
And he bubbles with wit and good humour! 


What's the reason of George Gros- 
smith’s popularity with Countesses 
and counter-jumpers alike? If ye ask 
me, I think it is in his remarkably 
clear articulation, his faculty for mak- 
ing every word tell, and in his general 
neatness of style. Note the quaint 
“vim” with which, conjointly with 
Elsie Maynard, Jack Point rattles off 
the quaint Old English, “I have a 
song to sing, O” (page 13 in the book). 
This dainty duet was rapturously 
encored, and enthusiastically rede- 
manded, and is sure to be a drawing- 
room favourite. If Elsie resembles 
Esmeralda, Jack Point’s a second 
Touchstone, in dress and manner. But 
I’ll not dwell on likenesses to this 
play or that opera. I prefer to linger 
on the honeyed melodies; to hum 
the airs allotted to the intelligent and 
expressive new tenor, Courtice Pounds ; 
and to think how busy Chappell’s 
young men will be this winter at 
50, New Bond - street packing up 
““ Yeomen ” waltzes, ‘‘ Yeomen ” quad- 
rilles, and “ Yeomen ” songs, and how 
much harmony will be increased in 
countless homes by means of Sir 
Arthur Sullivan’s sweet music and Mr. 
Gilbert’s charming lyrics, crowned, as 
I think, by enchanting Geraldine 
Ulmar's ‘‘ Song, O ” :— 

It is sung with the ring 
Of the songs maids sing 
Who love with a love lifelong, O ! 
It’s the song of a merrymaid, peerly proud, 
Who loved a lord, and who laughed aloud 
At the moan of the merryman moping mum,

praises of this delightful opera. But
